HohentoUern, former Uernian crown 
prince, Iiuh cacuped from Holland Into 
Germany, the HIk Three were advised 
today. 

The former crown prtneo waa ac- 
companied by a !taS oOoar tha re- 
port said. 

The former crown prince remained 

with the German armies for some 
time after the kaiser's ahdicatlon on 
November 9. He later niude his way 
to the Dutch border and temporarily 
\yas interned at Maastrich. He left 
for MostorUmd, a little flsbing village 
on the Island ot WiorlBgon, near the 
Dutoh aaval atatioa at Holder, Novem- 
ber IL He had roBtaiaad tl^ with 
only oooaslonal'irlgna to tha aalalaBd, 
ever since. 

The belief lias prevailed in aome 
quarters that Frederioh Wilholm's 
nana will ha iaduded ia the llat of 
tboaa aoenaed of war crimes whioh the 
allies will present to Qermany after 
peace la algaod. with a request they 
be turned over for trial by an Interna- 
tional tribunal. 

Recent reports from Germany in- 
dicate the royalist taction Is gaining 
strength. A note ijscently was sent 
to the Dutoh government by the Ger- 
man Ofltenra' Association demanding 
that Holland refuse the allies' request 
for extradition of the former kaiser. 
Several incipient moyenients for re-

reported in the Rhine provinces, 
which always have been particularly 
loyad to the Hohzenzollerns.

Field Hospital No. 2S, suBering from 
gun shot wound, aovaro, left ilde, and 
that he died at 0:60 p. m. same date, 
from hemorrhage result of gun shot 
wound, left chest and abdomen. 

The card which was previously fill- 
ed out by you, has been received in 
this office and placed on file tor fu- 
ture rafaranoa when the work of frans- 
fOr of the bodies ta begun. 

Fbr information regarding your 
son's personal effects, your attention 
Is invited the checked portion of the 
inclosed Memorandum. 

Permit me to express the sincere 
sympathy of the Department on ac- 
count of the great loss you have sus- 
tained in the death of your son, and 
to oommend yon for tha contribution 
made to the cause tor which this sol- 
dier BO nobly gave his life.

General Tandy Ellis Issne Orders 

Calling Together Ih*' Kemalnlng 
HenberN uf Ntat(> UiiurdH. 



Pursuant to V prorlainatioit isHued 
by Governor James D. Black concern- 
ing the statue of that part of the Ken- 
tucky National Guard which was 
dratted into the servieo of the United 
States shortly after the outbreak of 
the recent war.^J. Tandy Ellis, ad- 
jutant geniral of the state, Issued gen- 
oral orders Tue'iday that "all iiieni- 
berH of till' various organizations of 
the Kentucky National- Guard are 
hereby directed to assemble at their 
various home stations at onoe." This 
order Inolodee the three regiments 
which went into Federal servloe Au- 
i^uat h, \'.n~, and the tpvt companies 
of Home Guards. 

General KIlis' order is the second 
step taken lo reorganize the Kentucky 
National Guard. The first was taken 
when Oovemor Black issued his re- 
cent proclamation. 

Qeneral Order. No. 1, as issued by 
General Ellis, is made up of Ave sec- 
tions. The first la the proclamation 
made by Governor Black, ("ommander- 
in-Cbief of the Kentucky National 
Gi>ard. In his proclamation Governor 
Black places the following construc- 
tion upon the militery status of those 
men who made up Plrst, Baoond and 
Third Kentn^y regiments.
